Society in self-defense 
w ill be driven to erect new codes upon this 
subject. T hat we have relating to it in 
California provides that no act comm itted 
by a person while in a state of voluntary 
intoxication is less crim inal by reason of 
his having been in such condition, is ren­ 
dered valueless by the proviso that where 
the existence of motive or intent isa neces­ 
sary elem ent, the ju ry may take into con­ 
sideration the fact of the intoxication o f the 
accused, 
livery day in the year telegraphic 
and news colum ns recount tragedies in 
wbit li innocent lives are sacrificed to the 
brutal m istakes and horrible blunders of 
rum maddened brains. 
We do not believe 
m o res or sobriety are to be legislated into 
men, but tt fear of consequences may be 
inspired even in the m ind of the drunkard. 
Let us prom ptly hang, by lawful methods, 
a few scoundrels who do violence when 
lrunk. ami we will soon find that a whole­ 
some cheek lias been put upon rum out­ 
rages. The drunkard is nearly always sane 
enough to know that his besotted condition 
shields him from punishm ent. 
Let that 
harrier be removed, and we shall at least 
have fewer men taking purposely to drink 
to nerve them to desperate deeds.

ready for his research, and of the richness 
o f the record in reeent urchteological litera­ 
ture. 
lie was driven o f necessity to fre­ 
quently speak of him self, but there was no 
egotism in the doing. 
He spoke evidently 
o f that whieh filled him . and his eloquence 
was that of unstudied earnestness. 
H e did 
not seek for oratorical effects; they came 
In natural sequence. 
H e spoke without 
notes and proved him self a master linguist 
and an orator o f admirable self-possession. 
The literary brilliancy o f the lecturer is al­ 
most lost to the hearer in the interest he 
awakens in inakingthesignificant characters 
in his discourse prominent, and to whieh his 
fancy, as well as bis criticism, are made 
secondary. 
T he incidental proofs o f the 
truth o f Bible prophecy disclosed by the 
spade—the new weapon that is confound­ 
ing doubt and paralyzing unbelief—were 
introduced with admirable art, and pre­ 
sented w ith 
conscientious 
force. 
The 
lecture was not lacking in liumor, and there 
was art enough shown in this respect to 
testify to the keen knowledge of tin* lect­ 
urer of the right m ethod o f holding an 
audience. 
Perhaps the 
highest 
tribute 
paid to the scholarship and eloquence of 
the 1 carne I traveler and em inent divine 
was the perfect attention given by the vast 
audience during a period of two hours, and 
o f the appreciative applause that testified 
to recognition of the resting-places o f wit. 
It can scarcely be doubted that a second 
lecture by the sam e gentlem an, should lie 
return to’this eitv before leaving the coast, 
would be equally as favorably appreciated 
as that o f last night.
